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DETAILED DESCRIPTION - The method involves computing a 
capital market index 

using a tool for calculating an investment manager in the 
form of an index 

which represents the entire capital market for one or more 
countries . 

INDEPENDENT CLAIMS are included for; a method of arranging 
the capital market 

securities within a country into a single index which 
approximates the 

activities of the securities in the marketplace; a method 
for computing a 

multi-country index to approximate the activities of the 
securities in the 
marketplace of the countries.
